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Campbell eyes 
retirement 


Police chief to hang up his hat Jan. 3

AGAWAM — With nearly 42 
years as a law enforcement officer 
under his duty belt, 
Agawam Police 
Chief Robert Camp- 
bell announced last 
week that he is set 
to retire in eight 
weeks. 

Campbell, a life- 
long Agawam resi- 
dent who started his 
career on APD as a 
patrolman March 
4, 1973, at just 21 
years old, has been 
at the helm of oper- 
ations there for over 
19 years. 

“T’m 62 years old [and] I have 
seven grandchildren, can you 
think of a better reason to retire?” 
Campbell asked, adding that his 
retirement is effective Jan. 3, just 
two months shy of his 41st year

with the department. 

“It’s a very difficult decision,” 
Campbell said. “It’s probably one 
of the hardest decisions I’ve had to 
make in my life.” 

Part of his de- 
cision to retire 
stemmed from the 
fact that in just over 
two years, it will be 
mandatory that he 
does so anyway. 

“My wife and I 
talked about it ... 
At some point you 
have to make that 
decision, so I made 
it,’ he said. 

With four de- 
cades on the force, 
Campbell has seen 
a good number 
of changes take place at the de- 
partment, he said, including an 
upgrade of the communication 
equipment used by the officers and 
dispatchers.

Three decades of teaching, 


many cherished memories

he old school in the center of 

Feeding Hills where Eloise 
Clark first taught in Agawam is 
long gone. But Clark is still going 
strong. 

Now 92, Clark looks and acts 
decades younger. She can recall 
— with great clarity — names and 
details about many of her former 
students — nearly 1,000 in four dif- 
ferent Agawam elementary schools 
between 1945 and 1975. 

She beamed brightly and talked 
warmly about her students and 
about teaching while reminiscing 
recently at her kitchen table in 
her Feeding Hills home. Clark has 
lived there for nearly 60 years and 
now shares it with her younger son. 
Memorabilia and photos spanning 
her three decades of teaching are 
spread out on the table. 

A humble woman, Clark loved 
teaching. “I’m very proud to have 
been a teacher, but there have been 
many other wonderful teachers, 
too. I don’t think I did anything re- 
ally special.” 

Where it all began 

A native of Vermont, Clark de- 
cided to become a teacher while 
in high school. She graduated in 
1939 from Spaulding High School 
in Barre. This past July, Clark — 
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one of only 35 surviving students 
from a class of 156 — was one of 
only eight alumni to attend her 
class reunion. 

Clark — then Eloise Magoon -- 
grew up in nearby Williamstown, 
Vt. She transferred to Spauld- 
ing in her senior year after being 
hired for the summer as a live-in 
housekeeper for a Barre family. 

“T was paid $3 a week un- 
til school started. They stopped 
paying me, but paid my tuition 
at Spaulding so I could contin- 
ue working for them,’ recalled 
Clark. After graduation, Clark 
took a three-year teacher prepara- 
tion program at a small college in 
Johnson, Vt. 

Clark’s first school was a one-

room Vermont country school- 
house. She taught 26 students in 
grades one through eight in 1942- 
1943. “Back then you could teach 
in Vermont without a college de- 
gree,” said Clark. 


Move puts teaching on hold 

Clark moved to Feeding Hills 
in 1943. There was a_ teacher 
shortage in Agawam because of 
the war, but Clark couldn’t teach 
in Massachusetts since she didn’t 
have her degree. 

Unable to afford college, Clark 
worked at Package Machine and 
at the Springfield Armory. In early 
1945, she went back to college for 
seven months to earn her degree, 
and was then hired in Agawam.

DOR announces 52 
percent CPA match 


Reflects increase over last year

AGAWAM — In a move that 
surprised even local planning of- 
ficials, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue (DOR) released 
the Community Preservation Trust 
Fund distribution amounts for 
each CPA municipality, and will 
award a 52.23 percent match to all 
CPA communities during round 
one of distribution this year. 

The figure — which equals about 
$230,000 for Agawam — reflects a 
dramatic increase over last year’s 
26.83 percent match and the ex- 
pected 22 percent match this year, 
said Jennifer Bonfiglio, clerk for 
the Agawam Community Preser- 


vation Association. 

The increase is due largely to 
the additional $25 million that 
was deposited in the CPA trust 
fund from the state’s fiscal year 
2013 budget surplus. 

The Community Preservation 
Act is a state law that allows mu- 
nicipalities to place a surcharge 
of up to 3 percent on homeown- 
ers’ property taxes. The state then 
matches a percentage of the funds 
raised, and the town can use the 
money for preservation of open 
space, restoration of historic 
buildings, and affordable homes 
on the recommendation of the 


local Community Preservation 
Committee.

In order to make some of those changes 
during his tenure as chief, Campbell brought 
in $2.5 million in outside funding for the de- 
partment. 

“That’s a lot of money for a de- 
partment of our size,’ he - said. 
The funding — a combination of state and 
federal grants — allowed Campbell to up- 
grade the department’s radio communication 
and computer systems for both officers and 
dispatchers. The money also offered Camp- 
bell the ability to provide more training and 
educational opportunities for police officers. 

Currently, the department is staffed by 40 
patrolmen, seven sergeants, three lieuten- 
ants, the chief, six dispatchers, two civilian 
clerks and animal control. 

Campbell credits his ability to secure 
funding for the department to the fact that 
he is very active with the chief’s association. 
He is past president of the Western Massa- 
chusetts Chiefs of Police Association as well 
as the Massachusetts Chiefs of Police Asso- 
ciation. And one year ago, he was president 
of the New England Chiefs of Police Asso- 
ciation. 

“T got to meet a lot of people and it’s 
opened doors for me to get things for the 
department,’ he said. “It never hurt to be an 
executive on a board of chief’s association.” 

In 2002, for example, Campbell was 
president of the Massachusetts Chiefs of Po- 
lice Association when he greeted President 
George W. Bush when he landed at Logan 
Airport in Boston. He was invited by Gov. 
Mitt. Romney to meet the president coming 
off Air Force One and then was able to ride 
in the presidential motorcade to hear Bush 
give a speech. 

But his career is not without its hangups. 
In 1992, Campbell was a police captain and 
head of the department’s detective bureau 
when 24-year-old Lisa Ziegert was reported 
missing from the Walnut Street Extension 
card shop where she worked. Her body was 


found four days later and a report by the 
medical examiner indicated she had been 
sexually assaulted, he told Agawam Adver- 
tiser News at that time. Though the depart- 
ment worked around the clock in the weeks 
and months after her murder, her killer has 
never been found, something that bothers 
Campbell to this day. 

No stranger to the criticisms that accom- 
pany his position, Campbell said if he could 
offer one piece of advice to his successor, it 
would be to “do what you think is right. 

“In this job, you have a lot of tugs,” he 
said. “There are a lot of people who think 
they know your job better than you. No mat- 
ter what you do, you’re going to get criti- 
cized; it’s part of the game. Make decisions 
based on what you think is right.” 

At presstime, Campbell’s successor was 
not named. He referred inquiries into the se- 
lection of a new chief to the office of Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. 

Cohen released a statement Nov. 15 that 
read, in part, “Chief Campbell’s commit- 
ment and enthusiasm will be greatly missed 
and has been appreciated through the many 
years... On behalf of the town of Agawam, 
we wish to thank you for your service and 
we send our best wishes to you in your fam- 
ily in your retirement.” 

Contacted Monday, Nov. 18, Cohen said 
he hoped to post the position sometime this 
week. 

“The process will be that we will post the 
position for 20 days. We will then receive the 
applications and required documents, which 
will be reviewed. There will be interviews 
and somebody will be selected,’ Cohen said. 
“At this point my goal is to post it in house. 
I am a strong believer that we should give 
opportunity to those who have been commit- 
ted to our community like we did with our 
superintendent of schools. That has been a 
very positive situation.” 

Campbell was appointed chief in Novem- 
ber 1994 to replace outgoing Chief Stanley 
J. Chmielewski. 


Scholarship and fellowship 
funds available 


The Horace Smith Fund, now in its 
115th year, has scholarship and fellow- 
ship money available for graduates of 
Hampden County public and private high 
schools. Scholarships awards of $10,000 
are distributed as $2,500 annually and re- 
newable each year until graduation. Fel- 
lowship awards of $12,000 are distrib- 
uted as $4,000 annually and renewable 
for two additional years. Students must 
maintain at least a B average in college. 

Recipients are selected on a variety of 
criteria, including their SAT and MCAS 
test scores, class rank, extra-curricular 
activities, financial need, recommenda- 
tions and a personal written account of 
why the student feels deserving of finan- 
cial assistance. Fellowship applicants 
must also submit their GRE scores. All 
recipients must be full-time students and 
residents of Hampden County. 

Last year, $276,000 was awarded to 27 
individuals. Scholarships were given to 
21 graduating seniors from 11 Hampden 
County high schools. Three scholarships

were also awarded to college students to 
assist them in completing their educa- 
tion. Three fellowships were given to col- 
lege graduates, who had graduated from 
Hampden County high schools. 

The Horace Smith Fund was estab- 
lished in 1899 by the successful and 
generous philanthropist named Horace 
Smith, co-founder of Smith & Wesson, 
located in Springfield. The scholarships 
and fellowships are named for Walter S. 
Barr, a West Springfield businessman, 
whose widow left the bulk of the fam- 
ily estate to The Horace Smith Fund in 
1950. 

Completed scholarship applications 
must be received either electronically or 
be mailed to The Horace Smith Fund, 
1441 Main St., Springfield, no later than 
Dec. 20. Completed fellowship applica- 
tions must be filed by Feb. 1. Applica-

The town of Agawam voted in November 
2001 to adopt CPA and assess a | percent 
surcharge on real estate taxes. The town 
receives a match for funds collected for eli- 
gible projects and while the match was 100 
percent when first adopted, it has hovered at 
around 25 percent in recent years. 

“This year, we estimated a 22 percent 
match. Last year, it was 26 percent. Now 
they’re going to be giving us 52 percent,’ 
she said. 

“['m very happy with it,’ said Agawam 
Community Preservation Committee Chair- 
man Henry Kozloski. “It’s something the 
coalition has been working on for a long 
time.” 

According to the town’s CPA website 
(www.agawamcpa.com) the Community 
Preservation Act provides a funding source 
which can be used to address three core 
community concerns: acquisition and pres- 
ervation of open space, creation and support 
of affordable housing, and acquisition and 
preservation of historic buildings and land- 
scapes. 

A minimum of 10 percent of the annual 
revenues of the fund must be used for each 
of the three core community concerns, and 
up to 5 percent may be used for administra- 
tive expenses of the Community Preserva- 
tion Committee. The remaining funds can be 
allocated for any combination of the allowed 
uses, or for land for recreational use, which 
gives the community the opportunity to de- 
termine its priorities, plan for its future, and 
have the funds to make those plans happen. 

While property taxes traditionally fund the 


day-to-day operating needs of safety, health, 
schools, roads, maintenance, and more, until 
the CPA, there was no steady funding source 
for preserving and improving a community’s 
quality of life and character. 

Through the years, CPA has funded a 
number of projects within the borders of 
Agawam. Most recently, the Agawam City 
Council approved the use of $40,000 CPA 
funds to be used in the creation of a dog park 
at Shea Field. Other notable projects include 
the 2011 School Street Barn application to 
allow the Pioneer Valley Planning Commis- 
sion to prepare a National Register nomina- 
tion, CPA grant application, a request for 
proposals and a Massachusetts Historical 
Commission Preservation Projects Fund 
Grant application for the School Street Barn; 
the 2008 Phelps School Playground for an 
accessible playground facility at the elemen- 
tary school; the 2008 preservation of histori- 
cal birth, marriage and death records at the 
Agawam town clerk’s office, and more. 

Last year, an amendment to the Commu- 
nity Preservation Act (CPA) brought forth 
new rules that would allow CPA funds to 
be utilized on existing park facilities. As a 
result, the CPC will likely work with the 
school department to rehabilitate the exist- 
ing track and athletic facilities at the high 
school. 

Currently, the CPC is in the process of 
updating its Community Preservation Plan, 
based on input from the local community. 

One project targeted for the upcoming 
year includes an “open classroom” at Aga- 
wam High School, using land that was pur- 
chased for an outdoor ecology classroom, 
said Kozlosk1.

We need stricter penalties 
for animal abusers 


hile Massachusetts has some of the 

strictest animal cruelty laws in the 
country, we could do better in creating 
stricter penalties in cases involving animal 
torture and mutilation —that’s what House 
Bill 3692 and Senate Bill 807 aim to do. 

The House bill came in response to 
the “Puppy Doe” case, which involved a 
Pit Bull pup whose torture over several 
months had been so savage, the only mer- 
ciful response was to euthanize the poor 
animal. Arrested in the case was Radoslaw 
Czerkawski, 32, of New Braintree, Conn. 
Arraigned in Quincy District Court, he is 
facing 11 counts of animal cruelty. 

The last time animal cruelty laws in 
Massachusetts were updated was in No- 
vember 2004, when conviction went from 
a misdemeanor to a felony that could re- 
sult in up to five years in state prison or 
two and a half years in jail, and/or a fine 
of up to $2,500. 

If approved into law, House Bill 3692 
will increase the maximum sentence from 
five years to 10 years. The maximum 
fine increases as well, from $2,500 to 
$25,000. 

We’re not talking about any gray area 
here. The stiffer penalties being proposed 
are reserved for the most extreme and hor- 
rific cases of animal cruelty. “Whoever 
tortures, torments, cruelly beats, mutilates 
or kills an animal, or causes or procures an 
animal to be tortured, tormented, cruelly 
beaten, mutilated or killed, or knowingly 
and willfully authorizes or permits it to be 
subjected to unnecessary torture shall be 
punished,” the proposed law reads. 

The proposed bill goes on to require that 
the animal abuser undergo a psychiatric, 
psychological or mental health evaluation 
and appropriate care or treatment — to be 
paid for by the abuser. 

Senate Bill 807, if approved into law, 
will establish the “Massachusetts Animal 
Abuse Registry,’ which will list the names 
of all who are convicted of an animal 
abuse crime. The registry will include the 
offender’s name, residential address, date 
and description of the offender’s crime 


and a photograph of the offender. The of- 
fender will remain in the registry for five 
years following the date of judgment or 
release from incarceration and extended 
for five years for each conviction that may 
occur after the initial registration. The of- 
fender will be required to pay $50 to reg- 
ister. Failure to register will result in six 
months to two and a half years in prison or 
a fine of not more than $1,000 or both. A 


second offense will result in not more than 
two years in prison or a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or both. 

A registry like this can be used by shel- 
ters, pet stores and animal breeders to 
protect animals and keep them from being 
adopted by offenders. Failure to comply 
will result in of not less than $1,000 or im- 
prisonment of not more than one year for 
the first offense and more for subsequent 


offenses. 

Mahatma Gandhi said, “The greatness 
of a nation and its moral progress can be 
judged by the way its animals are treated,” 
and it is great moral progress for the Com- 
monwealth to do whatever we can to pro- 
tect animals from these horrific criminals. 
House Bill 3692 and Senate Bill 807 are a 
means to that end.

think this “bullying 
stuff’ will go on forever, and will ul- 
timately make them more powerful. 

Bullies are usually some of the 
saddest, most insecure people among 
us, as they are in need of the sadness, 
fear and failure of others to validate 
themselves. 

I can remember being chased home 
from elementary school at least three 
days out of the week and beaten up 
and threatened by the school bullies. I 
was born two-months premature and, 
as a result, my physical development 
was slow. My teeth were brown and 
my gums were weak. My skin was 
extremely sensitive, and bruised eas- 
ily. My mouth would bleed with the 


After school, I would 
cry and scream as loud as I could 
while running through the streets and 
wooded areas trying to make it home. 
I was terrified that these kids would 
kill me and no one would know or 
even care. By the time I was eight or 
nine years old I hated myself, my life 
and even my own reflection. 

After a few years, by the grace of 
God, I gained enough courage to stop 
running. I braced myself intellectual- 
ly and emotionally for harm, because 
at that point I felt that those bullies 
could do no more harm. Gradually 
the bullying stopped, and I began to 
realize that I had value; that I meant 
something to the world. God cared 


about me; this poor, sensitive, rotten 
tooth, fatherless kid who repeated 
the third grade, really? As the years 
passed I discovered that I was more 
powerful than any bully. Most of 
those bullies ended up dropping out 
of school and going to prison. Some 
are now living in poverty with no ed- 
ucation or marketable skill. Because 
they were delusional, they didn’t re- 
alize that they were chasing me from 
their failure to my success. I guess 
they recognized that I wasn’t “cool 
enough” to drop out of school and 
become a criminal and dependent 
on a judge to determine my future or 
the government to determine my as- 
sistance. 

There are bullies in the workplace, 
at home, at school, and even on the 
road, but we don’t have to allow them 
to control us. If you are being bullied 
or know of someone who is being 
victimized, be courageous enough to 
sound the alarm by letting somebody 
know, no matter the fear or threat lev- 
el. If you’re a bully, stop now and seek 
help, because you’re headed down a 
path to a place you don’t want to be.

“My first year, I taught fourth and fifth 
grade upstairs in the old Feeding Hills Cen- 
ter School,” recalled Clark. (It was replaced 
in 1949 by the Granger Elementary School.) 
In 1946, she taught fourth and fifth grade at 
what is now Phelps Elementary School. 

Married in 1948, the first of Clark’s two 
sons was born a year later. “There was no 
maternity leave at that time, so I went back 
to teaching when he was just seven weeks 
old,” she explained. 

Returning to teach first grade at the 
Springfield Street School (later renamed 
Peirce Elementary School and now the Aga- 
wam Police Station), Clark remained there 
until 1972. Reassigned to Robinson Park El- 
ementary School, it was Clark’s last school. 

“It was hard to retire. I enjoyed teach- 
ing so much — it was a lot of fun,” she 
said. Clark added that “the joy of being in 
the classroom with children” was why she 
never became an administrator. “I wanted 
to be reading with children rather than be a 
principal. Teaching reading was my favorite 
thing to do.” 


Inspiring students, teachers 

Clark also helped to launch the careers of 
more than a dozen college students prepar- 
ing to become teachers. She mentored them, 
guided them, and inspired them. 

“Eloise was the best — we learned a lot 
from her,’ recalled Jacqueline “Jackie” 
Toussaint. They met in 1969 when Toussaint 
was a student teacher in Clark’s classroom. 
“We just connected,’ said Toussaint. 

In 1970, Toussaint began substitute teach- 
ing in Agawam. She was assigned to teach 
first grade in the classroom next to Clark’s 
at Peirce. They became colleagues, then 
best friends. 

“Eloise’s enthusiasm and her love of chil- 
dren and teaching originally bonded us,” re- 
called Toussaint, who retired in 2012. “She 
was extremely sensitive to her students’ 
needs. Eloise taught me how to inspire and 
nurture 6-year olds.” 

Toussaint remembers Clark’s late hus- 
band Harold, also an Agawam teacher, mak- 
ing wooden letters and electronic games for 
his wife’s classroom. 


“She was a teacher before her time,” add- 
ed Toussaint.

She describes Clark as an “imaginative, cre- 
ative, warm, and caring” teacher with a great 
sense of humor. “Eloise is one of the best teach- 
ers ve ever known. She was a true ‘gift’ to her 
students.” 

Walter K. Fogg agrees. The 69-year-old West- 
field resident was a student of Clark’s in 1951- 
1952 — the one year she taught second grade at 
Peirce. “She was the most loving, caring teacher 
you could possibly imagine. Nothing any of us 
had to say was unimportant to her. She made ev- 
ery student feel like they were the “teacher’s pet,’”’ 
said Fogg. 

He reconnected with Clark several years ago 
after learning she was still living in Feeding Hills. 
Fogg now stays in touch with Clark regularly. 
“She treated her students as if they were her own 
children. Eloise is truly a rare and wonderful per- 
son.” 

Clark is a bit more modest: “‘T just tried to be the 
kind of teacher I’d like to have as a student.”

AGAWAM — Workers from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works responded to the area 
of Hamilton Circle near Hamar Drive in 
Feeding Hills Center Saturday, Nov. 16, for 
a water main break that cut off water to a 
dozen homes.

“We have got it backfilled and the area is 
semi cleaned up,’ said Golba, adding that 
the repair work will be done “within the next 
week or so.” 

Twelve homes were affected when the six- 
inch main burst, he said.
